Characteristics of HIV-Positive Adults in 

Care in Los Angeles County, 2009-2014 

 87% were male and 11% were female 

 69% were men who have sex with men* 

 20% were black/African-American, 43% were 
Hispanic or Latino, and 31% were white 

 20% had been diagnosed with HIV less than 5 
years at the time of their interview 

 20% had private insurance, 47% had public       
insurance only, 29% had Ryan White coverage 
only, and 3% were uninsured 

 44% had a household income at or below the      
poverty line 

 11% experienced homelessness

 MMP is a surveillance system funded by the Centers for       

Disease Control and Prevention and implemented by local 

health departments. It collects behavioral and medical 

data about  HIV-positive adults receiving medical care in 

the  United States.  

 From 2009 to 2014, MMP interviewed 1,419 HIV-positive 

adults receiving care in Los Angeles County. Their                    

responses reflect their experiences during the 12 months 

before their interview,  unless otherwise noted. All data 

presented are weighted. 

 The information in this factsheet can guide policy         

decisions, resource allocation, and evaluation of         

treatment and prevention initiatives.
